July B «V-Em- 
ployment reached an nll-tlme high 
in June with OO'.i million Ameri- 
cana holdlhR Jobs across the nation, 
the Kovernment reported today. 

The report by the commerce and 
labor departments showed 1,OSS,000 
more persons at work last month 
than in the previous record month 
Inst AuRUSt, when Uicre were 05,- 
«8,000 Jobholders. 

At the same time, unemployment 
Increased by 300,000 in June to 3,- 
00O.000. or HAper cerit of the entire 
labor force. .

He sharply crillclicd Senator Wel- 
ker for his Introduction of a bill tc 
compensate parents of children who 
died last year from the polio vac- 
cine.

lems until "an election year."
